A number of deaf-mutes of this 
State mot at Concord in May last and 
formed thomsolves hit > an association 
having for its aim the elevation and 
instruction of deaf mutes of this St.-ito 
in moral and religious ma tte r s. At 
the last session of the Legislature this 
association was incorporated as "The 
Oranite State Deaf -Mute Mission." 
Their first meetings under their act of 
incorporation wero held in this t >wn 
on tho 14th and 15th inst Through 
the efforts of friends, a reduction of 
fares upon the leading railroads of tho 
State were obtained, and tho No yes 
House, with its accustomed liberality.

THE EXPOSITION OF l.oi |s\ n.l.l , 
KKNTIK'KY. 

I,oinsvii.i,E, Kv., Oct. 4, 1878. 
BSnitOB JouaKALi — I will write a brief 
account of our Exposition, as viewed 
by myself and a friend of mine last 
week, hoping to interest some of the 
readers of the Jouhnat, who may not 
have an opportunity of reading what 
other papers publish in regard to it, 
and of interest especially to those 
who onoe lived horo and are now far 
away, some at school, and others set- 
tled down in homes far from horo. 

The Exposition O p e ned about five 
weeks ago. During the first part of 
it there was never so full an attend- 
ance as towards the last, and through 
the yvholo time there has not been as 
many from a distance as usual, on ac 
count of the yellow fever panic in Dix- 
ie. A great many feared it would 
come horo too, but, although so many 
refugees aro bore, tho doctors claim 
that all eases of yellow fever here have 
been among them, and not one among 
tho citizens of Louisville. Thoro is 
said to be about two thousand south 
ern refugees horo. Tho streets look 
quite lively with people 

The Industrial Imposition is situat 
ed almost in tho heart of tho city, on 
iner of Fourth and Chestnut 
streets. It is now in its full tide 
Upon entering the buildings, the first 
sound which greets the ear is music, 
from Kichhorn's Orchestra, directly 
in front above you. Tho first sight 
is the fountain, girt with a waving, 
nodding hedge of immense sized trop- 
ical plants and ferns, lifting up its pyr- 
amids of sparkling waters among the 
bright green banners. The exquisite 
white statuary stand is half hidden amid 
a bod of flowers and leaves, and besides 
thorn is a small cologne fountain. 
Aside from this shrine of sublimity, 
you see something more practicid. It 
is tho machinery department on the 
left hand. It presents a great deal of 
ingenuity, of more interest to men 
than women. A few white bronze 
monuments are placed at a little dis- 
tance from the machinery. Mounted 
upon one of them stands an angel, 
towering up majestically over tho 
machinery. 

On the right hand stands tho furni- 
ture, carriages, bourses, etc. Such 
things ladies little care for, at least 1, 
not being a housekeeper, did not. 
Leaving the basement yon walk up 
stairs, and there you find the ladies 
department— which is a work of study 
how and with what one can make a 
homo lovely and beautiful. It con- 
tains fancy needlework, crochot, and 
darning, embroidery, knitting and lace- 
work. Beyond is tho pottery deoo 
ration, which is very attractive to tin 
beholder. It is the work of tho past 
and of the present time. There is al- 
so hair work, paper work, and wax- 
work, and an intinite variety of all 
kinds of work executed years gone by, 
and some of the present. Along the 
wall, on a huge table, are some beau 
tiful paintings on velvet and silk, 
boxes, cushions, bottle covers, etc. 
A great, variety of bead yvorks, and 
wax flowers, in profusion, are display- 
ed. The Singer Sewing Machine de 
partmant is the most home like parlor 
in the upper room, with its artistic dec 
oration, its rich carpets, the beauti 
rul prismatic chandeliers, its sofas, its 
pianos, etc. The art gallery seems to 
draw the most attention of all. There 
are painting! executed by some of the 
best, and most famous artists of Anuii 
ic.a. 

When one is tired of walking around 
or looking at the handiworks of man, 
he or she can sit down, listen to the 
music, or look at the promenade be 
low and tho crowd in general, and 
then one is liable to get a glimpse of 
tho beautiful, graceful and stylish 
women lh.it Kentucky is noted for. 
Thursdays and Saturdays aroconsider 
ed the beat two days. Fashionable 
People go to "see arid to be seen." 
They also have fresh cut (lowers on 
those days, arranged in beautiful do 
signs, crosses, harps, tombs and hous 
es. The managers seem to bike inter 
est in the mutes. They show them 
willingly all there is of interest to soo.

Now that our boasted colleges and 
universities have reached the acme of 
imparting all manner of instruction, too 
many are led to consider it first-rate 
to attempt to "live on their wits." It 
has been concedod that the road to 
fortuno is not cosy, yet most of those 
wealthy self-made men now breathing 
the fresh air of tho country amassed 
their fortunes through hard, honest 
and economical labor. Labor, howev- 
er honest it may be performod, seldom 
raises the purse of a fellow. True and 
philosophical as this assertion is, it is 
a deplorable circumstance that a vast 
majority of our young men have a far 
greater preference for living on their 
wits Lucrative and genteel employ- 
ment is the first and principal object 
sought after by almost every sheep 
skin bearer of our various institutions 
of learning. Even a casual observer 
of the times can see for himself that 
such a declaration is no guess-work. 
To this, mutes are no exception. To 
remove all skepticism as to the natural 
abilities of deaf-mutes, so as to prove 
that they can, if they choose, stand on 
the same scale with hearing persons 
in most of the things whicli concern 
this life, is what monopolizes the at- 
tention of the writer for the time pass 
ing. Tho days when deaf-mutes were 
looked upon merely as objects of pity, 
and stared at as curiosities, have long 
since taken their tlight, never more to 
return. In this age of civilization and 
refinement, with all the educational 
faculties at command, the education 
of deaf-mutes may possibly bo raised 
to the same standard with persons 
blessed with all the five senses. It is 
worthy of note, however, that to ac- 
complish this much rests upon the 
teachers and tho pupils' own efforts. 
It has been universally acknowledged 
among all teachers of the deaf and 
dumb, and among ail well informed 
people, that tho only perceptible dif 
fereiue between a deaf-mute and a 
hearing person is the deprivation of 
hearing, generally combined with the 
loss of the power of speech, on the 
part of the former. This is the 
only difference, or rather defect, 
so far as reason exists. Beyond 
this no other exceptions can be taken, 
in view of the fact that tho minds of 
mutes expand in exactly the same 
manner as other persons. Every mute 
is an intellectual being, and is capable 
of understanding — no idiot, so far as 
the word is understood, as was the 
supposition of those in general who 
ought to have been born mules in 
gone by. 
While it cannot be denied that mutes 
at the OUtaet, labor under many dis- 
advantages in tho acquisition of lan- 
guage, it most be admitted that a good 
hearing people, especially for- 
eigners, are subject to the same ani- 
madversion. The language of deaf 
mutes who cannot help the niixoduoss 
of their composition is written abrupt- 
ly, and much in a telegraphic manner, 
spelling tiie words correctly most al- 
ways, but omit ting many simultaneous- 
ly. This is their inevitable fault. 
Many hearing people snail very incor 
roctly, while their composition may be 
well connected Frequently do 'the 
hearing people spell words in such an 
improper way as to create much more 
laughter than the most ludicrously 
awkward writings a poorly educated 
mute would produce Hearing per- 
sons use their tongue for a guide, 
while the deaf and dumb make use of 
their signs. Each distinct class jxis- 
sesses its own vernacular. So here it 
seems apparent that the ono class is 
no better or worse off than the other 
Familiarity and time generally makes 
up what has long been lacking. A 
tolerably good medium of communica- 
tion having once been oauglit hold of, 
and if exercised freely, the niutos at 
school can make as good a show of 
themselves as their more gifted breth- 
ren. An educated mute is adapted 
for society and justly entitled to onjoy 
it at all times. 

Enough has been remarked to con 

vinos us that there is no real differeCos 
between a mute and a hearing child 
beyond the loss of one of the most es- 
sential of sem. 

Experience clearly demonstrates tho 
the fact that, people without trades are 
almost invariably those who struggle 
the hardest through the world, 
is with hearing people, it is precisely 
the same with mutes Facts are be- 
fore us where mutes passed their whole 
school period without seeing the no 
Oessity of learning any particular occu- 
pation as a means of their future self- 
support. As a natural consequence 



Examiner, at tho Patent Office in 
Washington, D. 0. Then, again, look 
at that heavy brained mute that sways 
a quill and edits an influential Repub- 
lican organ — editor and proprietor of 
a Massachusetts paper. Again, once 
more, look at those deaf-mute gentle- 
men who are principals of deaf-mute 
institutions, editors of institution pa- 
pers, and so on. Other instances aro 
at hand, but the few just enumerated 
will suffice to show that, with great 
perseverance and research, deaf-mutes 
can rise to distinguished positions. 

There is a false and ungrounded re 
port among mutos to tho effect that a 
mute who goes to college and gradu- 
ates has better chances for gotting po- 
sitions. This is tho object in view 
with most, it not all, mutes who go to 
college. This I deny, and proceed to 
prove it to be merely a saying. They 
are woefully mistaken in thus suppos- 
ing, for, among hearing people, their 
A. B. avails them not a bit Tho ideal 
is never realized. Successful obtain 
ing of high positions among hearing 
people is dependent entirely upon des- 
patch, and, the truth iB, thero are few 
high positions where despatch can be 
left behind, and these few are open to 
mutes. It is obvious to any reason- 
ing being that it would consume too 
much valuable time to mako known 
one's wants and wishes with a pencil 
all the time ; and. as previously inti- 
mated, few can afford to do so. There- 
fore a collegiate education of a mute 
is, by no means, any thing liko an aux 
iliary in the acquisition of elevated 
situations among tho hearing classes, 
save in exceptional cases. It can read- 
ily be proven that mutes who attend 
to their trades, or who, by the way. 
are farmers, or who engage in business 
that is peculiarly adapted for them, 
arc those who get along the best It 
really matters not whether the mute is 
a regular graduate from college, el- 
even an institution, he can be so 
ful in that which he throws himself in- 
to, if only ho has good business quali- 
ties Or is adopt, in some one branch of 
industry. His misfortune estops him 
— even if he is LL. D. — from holding 
positions where hearing is absolutely. 
sary. 
To corroborate what has just been 
remarked, I will point out Professor 
Emery, D. D., of Chicago, who never 
wont to college, but obtained his de- 
gree by home self-cultnre. Another, 
and still another, notable instance of 
deaf-mutes rising to some eminence 
is the Sautter Bros., of Illinois, two 
commonly educated mutes, who have 
thus far made wonderful headway in 
tho auspicious business of boot and 
shoe manufacturing, which thev are 
carrying on. And there is that mute 
gentleman in Now York who is an ex- 
tensive leather and hide dealer, with a 
reputation that extends to many dif- 
ferent parts of the country. All these 
four well known business men never 
enjoyed the benefits of a collegiate ed- 
ucation, and yet they possibly could 
find it much easier to get along them 
selves than could one of their brothers 
from college, with "A. B." tied to his 
name. What more is necessary to 
prove that a college education is not 
essential for the success of mutes, when 
we have other instances at hand, and 
call to mind the largo number of pros 
porous deaf and dumb farmers, who 
are either woll off, or wealthy at least, 
and who never can boost that they 
were a "college boy T" 

Home self culture (a rule with the 
writer) does very much to odd to the 
weight of a person's bruins ; and a 
good nuiubei of learned and profes- 
sional men have risen to high posi 
tions by direct at ten tion to self-culture. 
All under whose eyes this article inay 
chanco to full must not suppose all the 
facts whicli have been stated, and, 
which aro purely of a logical kind, are 
any disparagement, to college oduea 
tion. Of those who go for tho pur 
f furthering their education, we 
cannot but, praise their course, and say 
amen. Those who can go, should do 
so by all means provided their mo- 
tives are not fictitious. I reiterate that 
a mute without a trade, even if ho 
could out wit Solomon in knowledge, 
will find it poor policy to try to live 



the senses which are first in impor 
tance. To be successful requires tal 
ent and energy, and aside from th 
two praiseworthy qualities one can 
not reasonably expect to be a sued 
ful farmer. It is better to be in 
pendent, than menial. Then, as farm 
ing is thoroughly independent, the 
foundation of all business, why should

Times tho present year are unnatu- 
rally hard, and business unpraoedenl 
ly dull so that all business sutlers moro 
or less. Everybody must thereto 
live on what he can get. Acting in 
compliance with the nature of tho cir- 
cumstances surrounding us, we all 
must do what wo can get to do. To 
every mute, despite all his learning, a 
trade is indispensable: while it is \, 
commendable that trades are taught 
the pupils, in all our institutions, it is 
a matter of much regret that so few 
appreciate them. Not until they leave 
the roof that has so long and gratuit- 
ously fostorod thorn do they find the 
true essence of a trade. Then, if they 
have neglected all opportunities, and 
loft know-nothings in respect to doing 
any thing, it is that they, liko all such 
individuals, will fully comprehend the 
truthfulness of tho aphorism,
